Mother »uil Three Other Children

Lives Were Saved.

On July 30 some of the children ol 


Mr. and Mrs Joseph J. Martin, of 
New Baltimore, went to the woods aad 
procured what they supposed to be 
mushrooms. 
Seven were fried and 


formed one of the" choice dishes at the 
noonday meal. The lungi were eaten 
by Mrs. Martin and the following 
children: Irvin L , ajjed twelve yea-'s; 
John H , ten years; Eobert F , seven 
yjars; Henry, five years, and Cecil E , 
three years. The father, a son, Perry 
J., who is eight years old, and Grand- 
mother Martin were away from home 
at the time. 


About eight o'clock in the evening 


Cecil became ill and all of the others 
who ate the "mushrooms" took sick 
about two o'clock the next morning. 
At seven o'clock Mr. Martin, thinking 
his wife and sons were suffering with 
cholera morbus, went to Dr. Alexander 
J. Bjwser to get some medicine for 
them. Before he left the physician's 
office Dr. Bowser, from the conversa- 
tion he had with his patron, concluded 
that the 
afflicted 
members of Mr. 


Martin's family were suffering with 
something more serious than cholera 
morbus, and he at once went to their 
bedside. He found them all in a crit- 
ical condition, with no hope lor the 
recovery of Irvin and Eobert F., the 
former dying that evening, July 31, 
and the latter on Friday, August 2 
Dr. Bowser, correctly surmising that 
the family had been poisoned by eat- 
ing toadstools, which they mistook lor 
mushrooms, was prepared to treat the 
cases when he arrived at Mr. Martin's 
house. He worked intelligently and 
indefatigably to save the lives of all, 
but the two boys were beyond relief. 
The mother and her three other sons, 
however, were saved and are now able 
to go about. 


The poison was so intense that a cat 


and five chickens, which drank the 
milk vomited by the patients, died the 
next day, the feline never moving 
from the place it was when it partook 
of the poisoned fluid. 


Mrs. Martin is a daughter ol Henry 


Shaffer, of near Sehellsburg, and a 
sister of John Shaffer, distiller 
at 


Brumbaugh's distillery.

of Bedford County. 


We have received a copy of County 


Superintendent J. Anson'Wright's re- 
•port for-1901. 
In addition, .to1 the 


usual complete statistical tables, list 
of directors and teachers and the at- 
tendance roll of honor, the report con- 
tains articles on school libraries, run- 
ning "Statistics, local history in the 
schools, school architecture, county 
institute and kindred subjects of'm- 
terest to school officials and patrons. 
A timely article on the practical opera- 
tion of the new plan of establishing 
township high schools in counties and 
states where it is being tried occupies 
eight pages of the report. This shoal d 
interest the educational public, con- 
sidering that the state legislature 
recently set apart the sum of $50,000 
from the general school appropriation 
to be devoted to the establishment and 
maintenance of such high schools, and 
in view of the new Myers act relative 
to the centralization of rural schools. 


The page devoted to a summary of 


the recent school legislation at Har- 
risbnrg mentions in particular the 
new compulsory attendance act, ap- 
proved July 11, 1901, and repealing all 
former attendance acts. According to 
the new law children must attend 
school continuously during the entire 
time the schools of their district shall 
be in session. Directors may, at their 
June meeting, reduce the psriod of 
compulsory attendance to 70 per cent 
of the term. School boards should 
familiarize themselves with the entire 
act with a view to its intelligent ob- 
servance and enforcement. 


The county of Bedford contains 1,003 


square miles of territory, 39,468 inhab- 
itants, 41 school districts, 35 townships, 
13 boroughs, and 3 independent dis- 
tricts, 346 school directors and 327 
schools. The enrolment last year was 
11,007 and the average attendance 7,240, 
while the average monthly per cent 
of attendance was 85.

sular Cases" ex-Senator George F. Ed- 
nunds shows that the recent decisions 


>f the supreme court derive special 
significance from the fact that they 
tend to determine.for all time to come, 
the fundamental and constitutional 
relations of congress and the president 
to peoples who may happen not to be 
within the boundaries of any state of 
the Union, but also are still within 
the political dominion of our country 
in some of its territories. In effect, it 
is settled by the decisions that there 
are some of the protections of the Con- 
stitution agiinst unbridled power to 
which the inhabitants of ceded terri 
toriesarenot entitled 
But the ques- 


tion remains, whether they are en- 
titled to any constitutional protection 
at all. Mr. Edmunds enumerates some 


of the rights secured to the people of 
the states by the Constitution against 
invasion by congress—such as the 
rights to the free exercise of religion, 
to freedom of speech and of the press, 
to peaceable assembly and to petition 
of the government for 
redress of 


grievances, to keep and bear arms, etc. 
These and other similar rights, the 
venerable statesman asserts, were un- 
derstood by the framers of the Con- 
stitution to be among the fundamental 
and inalienable rights of man living 
ia civilized and organized communi- 
ties; and it can scarcely have been in- 
tended that congress, the creature of 
the Constitution, should exercise the 
power over territories imparted to it

NEW YOBK, August 6.—A new king. 


Looking back over the past a boy need 
not be very old to remember the time 
when the cry from one end of the re- 
public to the other was, Cottonisking. 
Difficulty in preparing cotton a hun- 
dred years ago prevented its universal 
use. Wool had been the factor in 
every land for the wearing apparel of 
mankind, but the invention of the 
spinning jenny and the cotton gin had 
changed all that and a new and aristo- 
cratic race had sprung up in England 
and their rapid rise to wealth made 
them known as the cotton kings. That 
which was once a luxury for the rich 
became an absolute necessity to the 
poor, and after supplying her own 
wants, England became a large export- 
er to every nation on the face of the 
earth that wore any cover at all. The 
wealth of England grew rapidly under 
the reign of this new factor. 
Wool, 


that had been mankind's best friend 
for wearing apparel and other uses, 
was dependent no longer on the few 
sheep that furnished men with mate- 
rial, not only for apparel, but for the 
hundred other multiplied uses that are 
the wants of every household, rich or 
poor. As the cotton loom was perfect- 
ed, it was no longer profitable for the 
farmer to use it in his home, hence thf 
formation of those large companies 
which have governed the trade in the 
use of cotton, and, as I said a moment 
ago.it became a ruling power in the na- 
tion; but it could not long remain a 
king when met by another 
power 


stronger and greater than 
itself. 


Wheat had taken its throne and crown 
and held a scepter more despotic than 
Rome while ruled by the Casaars. 


The world seemed in the throes of 


the greatest revolution it had ever felt 
before when labor began to assume a 
character it had never known. It no 
longer stood the humble servant, cap 
in hand, begging for favors; it claimed 
its rights and would not be put one 
side, for the fact was realized that 
labor was king. Its voice was heard 
by the king upon his throne; it was a 
revolution that no army ever created 
could put down; for any power, no 
matter what, that opposed the new 
revolution was bound to be crushed be- 
neath the wheels of this modern Jug- 
gernaut. But in this struggle between 
high and low, rich and poor, sooner or 
later one of the two great factions was 
bound to go down, but neither knew 
how or where the contest was going 
to end. But this truth was as plain to 
the philosopher of the present day as 
the handwriting'on the wall was to the 
Assyrian king at the feast of Balthaz- 
ar. To the king the handwriting had 
a special message and there was oaly 
oae prophet in that vast dominion that 
could decipher this heaven-sent mes- 
sage, "Mene mene tekel upharsin," the 
meaning of which was, "Thou hast been 
weighed in the balance and found want- 
ing; the kingdom shall be taken from 
thee and shall be given into the hands 
of thine onemy." Another king disap- 
pears from the record and the proud 
Assyrian becomes the companion of the 
beasts of the fields. But we must hur- 
ry; an increased power and increased 
speed is the want of the present age 
and more startling than all the rest is 
the fact that all the power and all the 
wealth that mankind needs to-day, or 
will need for all time to come, await 
his will or pleasure; no horrid genii 
guard the treasure house of the world, 
but these discoveries of the multiplied 
uses of cotton, wool, silver, gold or 
jewels are a portion of the poor man's 
heritage; his domain is enlarged, his 
power is increased and he goes forth 
like the prophet of old, without staff 
or scrip, depending entirely on chari- 
ty's grudging dole for the power which 
was to aid him on his journey to the 
promised land, which as yet he saw 
from Pisgah's heights, dimly and afar 


off. 


The wonderful discovery of the pre- 


cious metals in the last forty years has 
been one of the miracles of our time 
Fifty years ago the world was shaker, 
from its centre to its circumference by 
the rich discovery of gold when men 
who had lived in abject poverty sud- 
denly became millionaires. This was 
followed by the discovery of silver, a 
new miracle more astonishing than that 
which had preceded it. Silver, silver, 
silver! was the cry from Cape Horn 
to the tropics. It was then discovered 
that along the line we purchased from 
Russia and Spain we held the key to 
the treasure house of the world and 
received in gold and silver in a single 
year more than we had paid for the 
purchase of the Philippines in the re- 
cent Spanish war, and obtained from 
Russia a domain larger and richer than 
any purchase that the United States 
had made since the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 
Prominent among the 


startling discoveries was the fact of a 
continuous belt of the precious metal 
from Alaska to the extreme point of 
the South American peninsula, a dis 
taoce of more than three thousand 
leagues. Commencing a few degrees 
north of Cape Horn, the precious met- 
als begin to show themselves as you 
approach the upper or mountainous 
lands. They continue along the repub- 
lics of Chili and Peru and anumberof 
the smaller republics beyond the Isth- 
mus of Darien. One of the remarka- 
ble facts of the evidence of the pre- 
cious metals is that they have a north- 
east and southwest dip and notwith- 
standing the mighty earthquakes that 
have shaken those lands at times, 
leaving nothing but ruin and desola- 
tion behind them, the belts are no- 
where broken, but continue along the 
Pacific 'coast from our Alaska posses- 
sions to Cape Horn. 
The precious 


metals do not seem to be confined to 
any particular locality, but are found 
along the whole line of the Andes, 
several miles above the level of the sea. 


But it is less than fifty years since 


gold was discovered in California in 
great abundance, and the discovery of 
silver in Nevada was made by men who 
were so ignorant of metals that they 
could not tell silver ore when they saw 
it. 
They believed it contained some- 


thing, but had to carry it to San Fran- 
cisco to find what that something was. 
The discovery of silver was like a rev- 
elation to the Pacific eoaat. 
Some of 


the very best informed men in Nevada 
at that time deemed the discovery of no 
great importance and the ore that came 
from the Comstock lode was shipped by 
mules to San Fnm^isco, and then •hip- 


age. Wealthy companies were form- 
ed, 
mighty 
mills 
wero 
erected 


and a degree of prosperity attain- 
ed hardly ever experienced by tie 
people of any land and 
without 


parallel in the mining world. Many 
ot the mines were paying two per cent, 
a month. The deeper they went down 
the richer the ore got. In two years 
the united capital of the four principal 
owners of the Comstock lode, known as 
the Consolidated Virginia, exceeded a 
hundred million dollars. 


The Big Bonanza, which will hold a 


place in the history of metals to the 
end of time, may have passed by, but 
the Consolidated Virginia still pays a 
comfortable dividend and the only 
reason that they are in & measure to 
abandon it is because the intense heat 
of the atmosphere and boiling water 
seems to say in the voice of the genii of 
the mine, "Thus far shalt thou go and 
no farther;" for it is well known in 
Mexico the ancient miners could only 
go down till they reached the water 
level, and on this fact is based the 
hope that with the improvements of 
modern mining we may yet discover in 
the mines abandoned hundreds of years 
ago seme of the richest deposits of gold 
and silver ever known in the history 
of mining. When gold aad silver ceased 
to be a surprise the miners received 
another revelation in the discovery of 
copper. Copper had been no new reve- 
lation to American miners; the im- 
mense deposits about Lake Superior 
were known to the early settlers ; the 
oxidations of copper were known to the 
Indian before the white man came and 
were used for purposes of ornamenta- 
tion and war paint; they were the sup- 
port of rich companies before gold or 
silver was discovered on the Pacific 
coast &nd a great and valuable addition 
to the wealth of the United States. 
There was a permanency about it that 
financial disaster seldom reached and 
hence it was a favorite resource for 
American or foreign investments. 
At 


the present time the new revelations 
of copper have given a fresh impetus to 
mining in the states acquired from 
Mexico daring a former war. Arizona, 
at the present time, is the favored 
region for copper mining. 
The cele- 


brated Mr. Clark, known here and 
abroad as the coppsr king, is already 
classed among the multi-millionaires. 


The trend of the times in the stock 


market seems to indicate that when 
those who rule the roost shall have 
returned we may expect one of the 
liveliest dealings in stocks that we 
have known for years. There are cer- 
tain times when I deem it the absolute

Free and Partial Scholarsh Ipe. 


In every community are to be found 


people of unusual talent in one direc- 
tion or another, who, through lack of 
means, have found it impossible to 
properly develop their special gift. In 
music, particularly, is this tho case. 
It is a curious fact that many of the 
great figures in the musical world 
during the past century secured their 
education through the medium of free 
scholarships. 
Still, the number of 


these scholarships offered in music are 
few in comparison to those founded by 
philanthropic people in other branches 
of education in our universities and 
technical schools. The Chicago Music- 
al college, an institution more than a 
third of a century old, has been the 
pioneer in this direction. The college 
commenced in the '60s by offering one 
free scholarship, increasing the nun - 
ber from year to year as the institution 
grew, until, for the coming season, 
commencing September 9, 37 free and 
150 partial scholarships have been set 
aside by the board of directors. A free 
scholarship entitles the holder to in- 
struction free of charge for one school 
year; a partial scholarship is a liberal 
reduction 
from the regular rates. 


Free scholarships are issued in the 
Dramatic and Elocution departments 
aa well as in music. 
These scholar- 


ships are awarded by competitive ex- 
ai lination. 
Applicants are required 


to present letters of recommendation 
certifying to their inability to pay for 
instruction. Those who are in a posi- 
tion to pay something for tuition, but 
who cannot meet the regular rateF, 
should apply for partial scholarship. 
There is no charge for anything con- 
nected with the distribution of these 
scholarships by the college.

Smaller Thau Atoms.

of professional students of 


science who appreciate how completely 
ideas regarding the constitution of the 
world have been altered by recent dis- 
coveries in electricity. We all know 
that the applications of electricity 
have become dominant in the affairs of 
daily life, and a few years ago the 
X-rays attracted general attention.

brilliant experiments in the Cavendish 
laboratory of Cambridge university 
hns proved that electricity is carried 
by minute particles much smaller than 
atoms and that these corpuscles, as he 
calls them, are split off from atoms. 
The atoms of the different elements 
are all made of the same kind of 
corpuscles. 
The minuteaess of an 


atom may be appreciated when we 
learn that if the atoms in a pea be- 
came as big as a pea, the pea would be 
as big as the earth. It is certainly 
marvelous that bodies smaller than an 
atom can be measured.

" 'Speaking of dogs,' said Dr. Bard- 


•well, 'reminds me of a dog which be- 
longed to a friend of mine in Mississip- 
pi. 1 had been invited to bold services 
at a church near this friend's house 
and wrote him to meet me at the sta- 
tion, some six miles from his house, on 
the Saturday afternoon before Sunday, 
the day of the appointment. 


" 'He was on time with horses, and 


we started to his home. I noticed that a 
very handsome bird dog followed us, 
and. having heard that some one in 
that neighborhood owned an especially 
well trained trick dog, I asked my 
friend about it.

How Hlsh Was the Tower of Bnljell 


The actual height at which the last 


stone of that famous structure, the 
Tower of Babel, rested cannot, on ac- 
count of the remoteness of tho times at 
which it is said to have existed, ever 
become more than a matter of merest 
conjecture. Herodotus, who lived about 
1,700 years after that "great spiral way 
to heaven" is said to have been at- 
tempted, says that he saw at Babylon 
a structure consisting of eight towers 
raised one above another, each 75 feet 
in height, but whether this ruin was 
the remains of the Tower of Babel it 
was even then impossible to ascertain. 
Herodotus, usually minutely exact in 
his writing, leaves us in ignorance as 
to how the upper level of each of these 
7o foot towers was reached from the 
level below. 


As might be expected, even in tradi- 


tion, a wide difference of opinion exists 
as to the height of the tower. Most ori- 
entalists maintain that God did not put 
a stop to the work until the tower had 
reached a height of 10,000 fathoms, or 
about 12 miles. In Ceylonese tradition 
it is said to have been as high as 20.00C 
elephants, each standing one above the 
other. St. Jerome asserts on the au- 
thority of persons who had examined 
the ruins that it did not reach a height 
exceeding four miles.

THE RAILROAD SCARE,

different countries is very general, aud 
the follmvins list is printed for the pur- 
pose of a ready reference guide by 
which to calculate the time of any oc- 
currence in another country. All na- 
tions except Spain, Portugal and Rus- 
sia calculate tUeir time Irom the meri- 
dian of Gieenwich, accepting as stand- 
ard some even hour meridian east or 
west of Greenwich. For instance: 


Western European time, or that of 


the meridian of Greenwich, is legal in 
England. Belgium. Holland and Lux- 
emburg. 


Central European time, or one hour 


east ol Green wlcli, is legal in Germany, 
Austria-IIungiiiy, I'.osnla and Herzego- 
vina, the Kongo Free State, Denmark, 
Italy, Servia, Sweden. Norway aud 
Switzerland. 


Eastern European time, or two hours 


east of Greenwich, is adopted by Bul- 
garia, Rouiimiiia. Natal and Turkey in 
Europe. 


Eight hours east of Greenwich ap- 


plies to the Philippines. 


Nine hours I'iist of Greenwich Is 


adopted by central Australia and Ja- 
pan. 


Ten hours east of Greenwich is offi- 


cial In Victoiia, Queensland and Tas- 
mania. 


Eleven and a half hours east has 


been adopted by Now Zealand. 


The United Stales. Canada and Mexi- 


co have adopted the flftli, sixth, sev- 
enth and elqlilh hours west of Green- 
wich. 


The Hawaiian Islands adopt the me- 


ridian of lOVj hours west. 


In Spain the meridian of Madrid, 14 


minute-; 4."> second? west of Green- 
wich, is legal; in Portugal, that of Lis- 
bon, or ",(' minutes CO seconds west, 
and in Uii'wia. that of St. Petersburg, 
or 2 hours.

America cannot lay claim to tbe first 


locomotive or the first railroad. That 
great honor lies with England. Yet 
Yankee genius was not very far behind 
heri for, when George Stephenson 
Jaunchcd his first real locomotive, the 
Ro'ckel, on the Liverpool and Manches- 
ter road in 1829, the flrst spike had been 
driven on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, July 4, J828j by.Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton, the last euVvlvi'nK signet 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
This was the first road started in the 
United States, and in 1830 it had reach- 
ed Kllieott Mills. 13 miles from Balti- 
more. 


But the south can claim the honor of 


completing the longest railroad In the 
world at that date, being the old 
Charleston and Hamburg road, novf a 
part of the South Carolina and Georgia 
system, which was begun in 1S30, and 
by Dfltpber, }S33, it bad 137 miles of 
track In operation. In a letter from 
Mr. Samuel C. Clarke of Georgia, a 
kinsman of the writer, who attained 
the extreme age of 91 years and who 
had seen the beginning and the comple- 
tion of this road, he thus gives his «- 
perience upon first sight of a locomo- 
tive; 


"One day while going down to 


Charleston with a party of gentlemen 
to attend the races as we approached 
the city we saw in the distance the 
new railroad, Qnished some 10 or 12 
miles out of Charleston. It was built 
upon piles, longer or short, according 
tq the patwe of the ground. Sometimes 
In crossing n ravine the rails were 20 
feet from the surface. 
Our track ran 


near this elevated road, and soon a 
horrid shriek as from 20 panthers was 
heard in the woods. By this time we 
were nervous. 
Elephants and lions, 


we had heard ot, and some of ua had 
seen fhem, but what monster was this 
whose sci'nams we heard? Presently 
it came in sight, flying aloft through 
the air and breathing fire and smoke, 
and our frightened steeds became un- 
manageable, and in fact I think that 
some of our party were as badly fright- 
ened as their horses. If any of my 
readers are old enough to remember 
the Introduction of locomotives and 
how they felt at first sight of them, 
they will perhaps understand our sen- 
sations that day in the pine woods. 


"A mile or two farther on we came 


to a broken wagon by the side of the 
road, and near it sat a Georgia cracker 
smoking his pipe. 
On being asked 


what was his trouble he replied, 'Well, 
stranger, I've often hearn tell of nulli- 
fication, and now I reckon I've saw It 
for true.'"

Some damage has resulted from hail in 
South Dakota and the unfavorable ef- 
fects of recent hot weather in North 
Dakota are becoming apparent. Some 
grain in the last mentioned state has 
been badly lodged. In Washington a 
splendid crop is promised and in Ore- 
gon the yields are better than were ex- 
pected. 
The oat harvest is mostly 


completed and the yields are generally 
unsatisfactory. 


The outlook for apples continues 


very discouraging, a very inferior crop 
being generally reported. 


Plowing for fall seeding has made 


decided progress in the Missouri valley 
and Atlantic coast states during the 
week.

Pennsylvania Fifth. 


The annual report ol the geological 


survey on the production of iron ore in 
the calendar year 1000 shows that 
Pennsylvania, with an output of 877,- 
084 long tons, is the fifth iron ore pro- 
ducing state in the Union. It is led 
bv Michigan, 
Minnesota, Alabama, 


Virginia and West Virginia. All four 
e'asses of iron ore were produced in 
Pennsylvania as follows. Of magnetite, 
000,0015 tons; brown 
hematite, 332,. 


370 tons; red hematite, 44,053 tons, and 
carbonate, 595 tons. The output for 
1900 was 131 643 tons, or 13 per cent 
less than was mined in 1890. The re- 
port shows that the total output of 
iron ore in the United States in 1900 
was 37,553,101 long tons, an increase of 
3,8U9,988 tone, or 12 per cent, over 1890. 
The amount of pig iron produce d from 
the ore was 13,789,343 tons,
